ture)—The cotton market during the 
period April 30th to May Gth was prac- 
tically unchanged 
compared with 


prices of April 29th. 


Demand for spot cotton continued 


dull with holders however not inclin- 
ed to push their unsold stocks for 
sale cither for prompt or deferred 
shipments. 


Inquiries were said to be directed 


to the medium and low grade cottons 
in the lengths from 7-8 inch up to 
1 1-32 inch inclusive. Averaging price 
middling 7-8 inch ten market May 6th 
5.58 cents compared with 5.58 cents 
April 29th and 9.31 cents on the cor- 
responding day the previous season. 
The volume of spot transactions as 
reported by the ten rfiarkets was mod- 
crate. 


According to the Weather Bureau 


during the past week substantial rain 
full was widespread in the cotton belt 
but notwithstanding planting made 
fair to satisfactory advance in many 
places and was active in the eastern 
portion of the belt. 


In Texas much cotton is up with 


good stands in the central and south- 
ern parts of the state and chopping 
has advanced to central districts, while 
rome fields have come up in south- 
eastern Oklahoma. 


Exports to May 6th this 
season 


amounted to about 
7,500,000 bales, 


compared with about 6,100,000 bales for 
the like period a year ago. 


According to the New York Cotton 


Exchange service world consumption 
oi American cotton during the first 
eight months of this season amounted 
to about 8,400,000 bales compared with 
about 7,300,000 for the like period the 
year before. 


During that period there were con- 


sumed in Great Britain 877,000 bales 
compared with 623,000 the year before 
and in the Orient about 1,600,000 bales 
against about 840,000 bales the year be- 
fore. On the Continent 
there were

Probe of Incomes 
of Officials Asked 


Bank Deposits of Seven 


New York Off ice Hold- 


ers Exceed Salaries 


NEW YORK.-(/P)-The City Club 


demanded in a public letter Monday 
that the income of seven county of- 
ficials .aggregating $1,500,000, as re- 
vealed in the Hofstadter legislative in- 
vestigation, be explained at once. 


The club based its demand upon 


Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt's state- 
ment in dismissing Thomas M. Far- 
ley as sheriff of New York county last 
February. The governor then said the 
public was entitled 
to know the 


sources of income of officials in ex- 
cess of their salaries. Sheriff Farley's 
sayary was $15,000 a year. His bank 
deposits in five years were shown to 
have been $360,000. 


In its communication the City Club 


named among others, Peter J. Curran, 
undersheriff, whose salary was $7,500 
and whose deposits were given by 
Samuel Seabury's investigators at 
$662,311.11. 


"The retention by public, officers of 


subordinates who cannot explain their 
sources of income," the City Club's 
letter added, "is an amazing example 
of effrontery." 


The City Affairs Committee in a 


letter Monday, criticized Surrogate 
John Hetherington of Queens coun- 
ty and Governor Roosevelt for failure 
to remove Jhon Theofel, chief clerk of 
Queens Surrogate Court on. charges of 
violation of the election laws. 


The committee demanded a public 


hearing at which "a really serious in- 
vestigation" of the charges against 
Theofel might be had and called upon 
the surrogate to order such hearing of 
hi$ subordinate's case.
